Foster To Speak 
On Cyclotron 

The newly formed McGill Stu- 
dent Physioi Society will hold its 
first meeting next Wednesday 
from 1-2 pm in Room 210 of the 
Physics Building. Dr. J. S. Foster, 
Director of the Radiation Labora 
tory and former Chairman of the 
Physics Department, will speak on 
' the McGill cyclotron. 

Dr. Foster came to McGill in 
1024 After receiving his Ph. D. 
from Yale. Now retired, he was 
rccéntly appointed to the Ruther 
ford Chair in Experimental Phy 
sics. Among many distinctions, 
he has received the Lory Medal 
from the Ropl Society of Can- 
ada, and is one of the five pro- 
fessors at UcGill to bo made a 
Fellow of the Royal Society of 
London. 

Known as the world's leading 
expert on the Stark .effect, Dr. 
Foster has also done much work 
on quantitative spcctographic an- 
alysis, photometry, and during the 
last war designed a novel rapid 
radar scanner. He was one of 
those responsible for the presence 
of ft cyclotron at McGill, and per- 
sonally carried out most of its 
design work. 



COUNCIL REJECTS 
SOVIET RESOLUTIONS 



Unless the nations of the world, 
and in particular the United Sta- 
tes, ensure affective international 
control of nuclear and conventional 
armaments the threat of mass 
destruction la inevitable — the 
Soviet delegate warned the mem 
bers of the 'Model Security Coiin 
til . - 

In refuting the arguments of 
the U.S.SJI., the representative of 
tho U.S A. emphasized his coun- 
try's willlngnesg to act on the prin- 
ciple of disannament; ■ but, as he 
pointed out, the resolution submit- 
ted by Russia is fat too vague in 
detail, and the methods it suggests 
are^ linacceptalile. Wehn the issue 
I was voted upon, there wero 1 in 
favour, 3 abstaining, and 7 oppo- 
sed. Thus the resolution was de- 
feated. 

Last night was the first' session 
of tho two-day Model Council, held 
from 8 on both days to 11 pm in 
the Rcdpath Museum Amphi 
theater. The t-vent is oi-ganize<l by 
the United Nations Club, and in- 
cludes as participants the Univer- 
sity's top ranking ddboters and 
public speakers. 

The Council will be televised on 
CBMT today at 6.45 pm 
Dealing with the other resolu- 
tion, or the odmissioniof Red Chi- 
na, the UjS.S.R.*iii««I*:the accept- 
ance of the credentials' of bonafide 
representatives of the Chinese 
People's Dmocratic Republic on 
the basis of Article 4 of the U.N. 
Charter, The Soviet delegate rat- 
tled off the adverse effects of the 
absence- of Red China from the 
International Organiàtlon. Ile 
claimed that China fullfill all the 
conditions required by the 
Charter, and that it only ' the 
"war mongrel" countries that deny

the legitimate right of Communist 
China. 

Attacking the resolution, the 
UA pointed but that Red China 
did not fulfill the requirements of 
the Charter, for it was guilty of 
agression, of barbarous treatment 
of foreign nationals, guilty of vio- 
lation of the Geneva P.O.W. con- 
ventfon,. and guilty of narcotics 
production and traffic. 

Nationalist China emphasized 
also that the puppets of the So- 
vieU have executed hundr«d» of 
thousands of their péople — they 
have forced themselves by agres- 
sive actfon on the people, and 
maintain their position by force.

An error of judgement con be a trifling thing. On the other hand 
';ii;L on error of judgement con lead to most serioiis consequences. It 
. .ijîcan. disrupt ordered progress of a city. It con endanger life. It con 
destroy property. 
• McGill students were guilty of an error of judgement. 

Lost December McGill students demonstrated against the raise 
of tram fares. Immediately following this demonstration there was 
i; - a riot. McGill students did not commit any of the crimes they caused. 
; • They lacked foresight, an error of judgement. Such an error of judge- 
. l a ment calls for an apology.' An. ppology which involves some repara- 
-•^f ' tibns appears more sincere than than one which does not. An apology 
<;-y;']'with reparations was made. 
-■• The McGill Senate Committee's intervention has besmitched 
■ 'What could have been a spontaneous gesture of the students. 

Yet the Senate Committee cannot fully be blamed for casting 
bubt^on the students' sincerity. . The Students' Executive Council 
led" to provide the students with the leadership that they have a 
îght to expect. " . " ^ > 

The Council had condemned the demonstration from the outset. 
To condemn and. npt to take action is weakness. Mr. Cohen had 
three days in which to take.oction, yet he appeared before the Senate 
Committee without 'a concrete proposol. 

• Where Student Government neglects its responsibility, the Uni- 
versity must •necessarily step. in. . ' '

-from any other 'e)<tra-curriajjpr^ activities, the campus is liberally 
^fiïinliléd wlllî sixty clùbs' arid' wcieties, culture religious 
^^ janà \^\\t\ca\J /K-raX^t'.m atmosphere seems to surround the 
^ odministration. of these societies. Some come directly under the con- 
trol of thè S.E.C., while others are under the A.S.U.S. or other under- 
.^jgi^aduate societies, but apparentfy not always becauses of their 
^character or function. Like scattered mushrooms in a rother foggy 
field, they rembin under whatever tree they happened to spring up. 

The religious clubs do have' a- certain unity under the Students' 
Religious Council which "exists to serve as a clearing-house, to avert 
duplication of religious activities and to confront the student body 
as Q whole with the challenge of spiritual values".. McGill's cultural 
clubs could very well do with such a "clearing-house" as this, to 
prevent duplication of 'similar activities as well as to ensure unity 
' and fairness of administration, especially . in financial matters. 

SCOPE is a special organization which in many cases seems to 
. take over much of the function of the smaller cultural societies, by 
bringing, for exacnple, artists or speakers in particular fields of 
< literoturfe or politics. The smaller societies are generally not able to 
afford to sponsorgu'esfs, oi'tjie SEC is naturally not willing to du- 
plicate its finon<:ioi expenses. 

' SCOPE is a committee whose members ore chosen by appoint 
ment since they cannot feasibly be elected by the student body. So 
SCOPE has, in fact, no effectivfc woy of knowing what the students 
as a whole. wish to hear and see. SCOPE could be adapted into a 
■ partly administrative body and a "cleacing-house": its non-executive 
members could.be representatives of the several cultural clubs, whose 
executives could suggest and comment in a council on proposed 
speakers or artists, and in this way a very much lorger proportion of 
the campus would be represented. . 

McGill's cultural clubs need a more unified administration. They 
desen/e the opportunity to bring to the campus outstanding speakers 
and artists whom their members wish to hear. SCOPE is a special 
■^oxnmittee that needs some non-executive members to link it more 
closely with the student body. Why not kill three birds with one 
stone?

I would like to bring to tho at- 
tention of the McGill students a 
matter which I bolievo is of con> 
cern to them. Tho Executive of 
the Music Club has chosen to deny 
to the Folk Music Group tho right 
to, invite Mr.^ Pete Sceger, tho 
well-known Folk singer-ballndccr, 
tho man considered to be tho do- 
minant influence' in the rcnaiss- 
nnce of folk music in North Ame- 
rica in the last 15 years, to ap 
pear beforo them. 

The Folk Music Group is a new 
Kroup, forming part of the Music 
Club, and has managed to attract 
as many as 100 students to its 
gatherings. It features record ses- 
sions, nnd informal sing-songs 
with student and guest artists, like 
Florence Brown, Wade Hcmsworth 
and next 'week, Allan Mills., 

The Executive of the l^usic Club 
has voted that if Mr. Socger were 
to be in Montreal,' they would re- 
fuse to allow him to appear for 
the Folk Music Group. It has 
been suggested that an undesired 
Ktigma might attach. iUelf to the 
Music Club as a result of Mr. 
Sccgcr's appearance. 

May I suggest that no political 
stigma has attached itself to Co- 
lumbia University where he gave 
an extended lecture series, nor 
to Chicago University, or M.I.T., 
or Swarthmore College, or Okla- 
homa A and, or Obcron University, 
(Ohio), or Reed College (Oregon), 
nor to the CBC, or the redoutable 
Rawhide. 

The McGill Daily I might add, 
suffered no stigma by recently de- 
voting half a page to Hn Pete 
Seeger. 

At the last meeting, at which 
about sixty members wore present, 
tho Group unanimously reaffirmed 
its desire to invite Mr. Seeger. A 
number of members of , the Folk 
Music Group; liaTt^spoken to mem- 
bers of the Music' Club Executive 
and hove been told that the mat- 
ter is closed. As the Folk Music 
Group consider that the matter 
should not be closed the, only re- 
course is to bring the matter'to 
the attention of the student body.

they happend, per accidens, to be 
students, something might have 
been done to negate any notoriety 
which' might have arisen through 
publié misiiiformàtion In this re- 
gard. A statement such as that 
issued by the U. of M. would have 
been in order, to the effect that 
the student body and university 
regret what. happend, will try to 
ward off future incidents, but take 
no responsibility for the . actions 
of these individuals. 

The SEC saw fit to go further 
than this, and . to grant ^6000 for 
student money to the -MTG, be- 
cause they felt that they could 
rectify what they felt was consi- 
derable bad publicity to the Uni- 
versity . . . 

Now, it is a fact that different 
people see things in n, different 
ways, ond this applies to news- 
papers as well. Thus it is that 
the Hearst newspapers, the Daily 
News, the New York Times and 
the Daily WoVkcr all see the same 
news the way their publishers see 
it. I suggest that the publishers 
of the Montréal dailies, who have 
a very great interest in McGill, 
immediately seeing the worst pub* 
lieUy, perhaps didn't see the forest 
for tho trees, and tempered the 
portrayal of the riots in the emo- 
tion which they felt. 

What the $6000 gift to the MTC 
did, though, was to convince the 
people of Montreal of the truth 
of the newspaper account. Rather 



. . . While it is true that quite 
a few McGill students participat- 
ed in the-.rally in front of City 
Hall, representing themselves as 
"the group from McGill." never- 
theless, they were acting without 
SEC knowledge and sanction, and, 
hence, not speaking for the student 
body of McGill but as private ci- 
tizens who happened, "per . ac 
cidcns," to be students . . . 

Inasmuch as the.sc were, then, 
privote citizens, the student body 
was not legally or morally bound 
to apologize for their actions! per 
80.' Because, on the oth 



than currying tho favor of tho 
public, it abrogated their good 
will, inasmuch as it was taken as 
an admission of tho guilt of the 
Student Body — which as we sa^' 
above was not guilty of the acta, 
of these individuals. It actually in- 
sured tho bad name for McGilf, 
despite the now praiseworthy edi- 
torials of these self same publish- 
ers who had now accomplished 
what they desired. The University 
of Montreal has had no repercus- 
sions of publicity after adopting 
the course of action mentioned 
above. 

The SEC realized tho severity 
of the decision: tho final vote was 
a tie, and the issue waa decided 
by the vote of .the' chairman. The 
council made' immediatie errors in 
strategy, first in not heeding the 
advice of one of those present to 
wait a week until a less emotional 
decision could be attempted, du- 
ring which time the views of the 
campus could have been sounded 
out, and, then, in granting the 
sum of money to the MTC which 
was fully covered by insurance 
for the damage. It made a long 
range error in judgement by bring- 
ing about what it was trying to 
prevent. An examination of the' 
facts, then, I feel, shows that the 
SEC truly deserves to be repri- 
manded for their error and that it 
should apologize to tho Student 
Body for the besmirching of its 
name.

. . . FROM THE CUP

Approximately sixty student Journalists from twenty-two uni- 
versities across Canada corevergcd on Quebec City for the annual 
Canadian University Press Conference which took place- during the 
Christmas holidays. Laval University's Carabin was tlie genial host 
and the statement can honestly be made that last year's edition of 
the conference was the best ever — or at least *ho most lavish'. In 
fact the affair to<?k on the. appearance" of a convention in the true 
popular concept of get-togethers of this sort. 

Report On Censorship 

A report on censorship was made up by the Silhouette of Mc- 
Master University in Hamilton. Gordon Vichert of the Sifhonctte 
presented a list which showed all the momb<à- papers of the CUP in 
order of the 'censorship restrictions under which each individual 
'journal was placed in their own universities. The Ubyssey of the 
University of British Columbia ranked first on the list meaning that 
it was the freest from all types of restrictions. The Daily ranked about, 
mid-way do^vn the compilation followed by the Varsity of Toronto and 
the Queen's Journal. The French member journals were ranked right 
down at the bottom of the list since most of them have faculty ad- 
visors on their staffs which subjccU them to pre-publication cen- 
sorship. ; ' , 

It was fount^hat in almost all cases, the censorship that did exist 
was not due to anything explicit in the constitution of the papers 
but rather to the general good sense of the respective managing 
boards who were aware -that if anything went amiss in their nows- 
. papers, the student councils or the faculty would then crack- down. 
Thus the chock was really a post facto one. 

Different Attitudes 

Tlie French members' attitudes on this question were notable be- 
cause of the different approach they took when compared with their 
English-speaking compatriots. When the Editorial Committee pro^ 
sented a motion recommending that the CUP adopt an editorial policy 
strongly in favour of freedom of the student prosa from control of 
contents by students' councils and/or administration, the Carabin of 
Laval presented a minority report which stated 'sorte sort of social 
contract theory. They felt' that when students attend .university they 
voluntarily give up some of their' freedom to the administration in re 
turn for the privilege of studying at the institution. Therefore, they 
felt that it would be a breach of trust to present this sort of proposal. 
It should be noted that some of the Englbh-speaking members took 
this position as well. The vote was so close that the chairman, Julius 
Koteles of the Manltoban was forced to cast the tie-breaking vote in 
favour of the resolution. 

No CUP Newspaper 

. A proposal to have a Canadian Ùniversity Press annual newspaper 
was voted.down as improctkal but the conference did put forward 
two other interesting resolutions. The OUP urged that both the Federal 
and Provincial goveonmenits co-operate in establishing a national schol 
arship programmel^^eauM.^of the great need of this country for ade- 
quately trained men and ' women. Equally important ^was the proposal 
that the Conference endorse a strong campaign to establish an editorial 
policy on the. part ^of all OUP papers to encourage a greater participa- 
tion of all' competent people in extra-curricular activities so that upon 
graduation, these people may be prepared to assist fai the raising of 
general political standards throughout Canada. ^ 

Ignore NFCUS . 

As an afterthought the Conference decided to ignore NFCUS this 
year and passed a résolution that no stotement be toadè about that 
organization. This is perhaps indicative* of what might be coinldei«d 
A trend in the thinking of the Canadian University student. Refereii|ce 
is here being made of the noticeable apathy of the members of the c«n- 
ference to the idea of exchange and things of that sort. While this is 
definitely NOT a plea on behalf of NiPCUS, «lisl^j^k of interest is 
being mentioned in connection with .two proposals 'Vm the part of the 
Daily io foster exchange across Canada and the United States. 

This idea of the exchange of Feature articles was definitely repul- 
slvei to most «f the members as <wa» the euggestion that the CUP gain 
a tie-in wHh the American College 'Press at Minneapolis. The Dally 

had to be satisfied with a pri^te arrangemcivt with the Frcnch-Con- 
. adian newspapers •n-ith regard to the Features proposal while an indivi- 
dual connection ^^ilh the aforementioned American organization is 
being «sought right now With these exchanges the Dally hopes to be 
able to widen its ecope as well as increase Its lineage in the near future. 

Lord Beaverbrooke, Honorary President 

In planning for next year, the Conference unanimously appointed 
Lord Beaverbrooke as the Honorary President while the 1966 confe- 
rence site wiH be in Toronto with "Uie Vorslty as host. The Silhouette 
consented to take on the diff i^lt and trying Job of exccutlfe newspaper. 
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It'a.only, a small reading list.

Blind Justice

Moses said, "You shall not kill," 
and then proceeded to give detail' 
ed instructions on how to kill cer 
tain types of sinners (all in God's 
name, of course.) His Fifth Book 
is full of such brutalities as, "and 
the men of her city shall stone her 
to death with stones . . . . 
every man shall be put toi death 
for his own sin," "... then you 
shall cut off her hand; your eye 
shall not have pity," ". . . but in 
the cities of these people that the 
Lord your God gives you, you shall 
save alive nothing that breaths 
(people that is)i", Nice fellow. For 
some bedtime horror reading 
recommend Deuteronomy 13-5, 10;

et cetera. Sorry Moses, my eyes 
do have pity.

able to ch\ick the strong Mosaic 
tradition he was born into. Jesus 
had no use for unrepentant sin- 
ners, either. 

Heflcction of Society 
Briefly, that is tho intcllecluol 
base for tho excesses of Western 
law. It is time that our barbarian 
civilization récognized that to re- 
ject its criminals, to scorn them, 
to try to extract a debt from them 
is an impractically disastrous phi- 
losophy. It works this way. A 
child first Judges his society by 
tho sub-unit of tho society that 
he grows up in. He is a reflection 
of its conflicts and his position 
within this sub-unit. Later, as he 
graduates into larger and largci; 
groups, ho tends to react to the 
new group much as ho did to the 
more familiar one, tho the newer 
group is capable of, and does, mo- 
dify him. Suppose in one of these 
early groups he develops certain 
anti-socal traits because he finds 
himself rejected or because he 
identifies himself with his group 
which by tradition' is "outlaw". 
Eventually he contacts tho law, 
either' indirectly thru association 
with someone who has been bruta- 
lized by the law, or directly. 

What happens when he gets' into 
trouble with the police? Here is 
the crux of tho crimo of our 
courts. Tho due process of the law 
is so designed as to confirm the 
criminal's belief that society is 
run by a lot of lousy bastards. He 
is exposed to contempt and humi- 
liation all along the line. He çnds 
up in that most degrating of pla 
ces, the prison cell, which is srip- 
ped bare of everything the warped 
criminal mind needs to evolve into 
something higher. Is society ex- 
tracting a debt from this man? 
Horse diing! But the law believes 
it is. The law is criminally naive, 
Society has masochistic ten- 
dencies. It takes a soft criminal 
and hardens 'him in one of its 
crime institutes. It makes sure 
he feels rejected. It makes sure 
he, knows that society wants no 
part of; him. It makes sure he 
hates people. Then it lets him 
out of prison. The law approves 
of .this procedure. Our sublime ' 
institutions of morals, the 
churches, sanctify it. I have con- 
tempt for these philosophies. 

Our prisons are like the old 
hospitals used to be. They are 
houses of death, not' of cure. They 
are disease centers where crime is 
incubated to plague society with 
a high crimo rate. You la\vycrs 
must take the brunt of the respoin- 



sibili^ for this. You can't chicken 
out of it. You aro as immoral as 
tho men you lock up. 

Niebuhr • 
Reinhold Niebuhr, the great pro- 
testant theologian, thinks that sin 
is hero to stay. He is tho distilled 
essence of the sidewalk cynic who 
identifies cynicism with realism. 
Cynisism is as naive as idealism. 
Sure, assuming a Western-Christ^ 
ian society, crime is inevitable. 
But thero is something beyond the 
Western way of life. Thero is a 
compassion beyond tho feeble com- 
passion of Christianity. 

A human personality is always 
in flux. You have continuity with 
the person you were in the past, 
.but you are not now that person. 
You have changed. The person- 
ality of, the criminal is always in ,^ 
flux. He needs to be placed in . - 
. an environment which' recognizes 
this flux, which . forces him to 
the realization ' that society ac- 
cepts\and wants him whether or ^ 
not he accepts the society, which 
prepares him for the role in so- > ^ 
clety that his childhood did not 
prepare him for. The society 
must pay to the criminal the 
debt it owes his broken life. Only 
by loving the hitlers and the 
capones can a society eliminate 
the disease which produces such 
monsters. A sodety needs disci- 
plined members^but punishment 
is immoral. 

New Moral Base 
My hope is not impossible to 
achieve. Crime can be eliminated. 
Societies can be, and have been, 
restructured. Today ours is being 
rapidly" restructured by men with 
strong minds and strong backs. 
The law needs such men, ' men 
who are capable of laying a new 
moral base for law, men unafraid 
of failure, men of action who can 
set up goals which may not be \ 
achieved for centuries, men nn- ^ 
afraid to assume the shame of ' 
their profession, men willing to 
do penance for their fellow law- 
yers. 

If you happen to be a laWyer- 
type, I tmst I have not offended 
you. I do not bear you any malice. 
I only hold in contempt the pre- 
sent form of your profession — ^ 
and there is a big difference be- , 
twcen hating a man and hating à ^ 
thing.. You I lovo — I press your 
filthy self to my pure bosom with- 
out even shuddering. I love you 
for the very same reason I love 
criminals, and prostitutes, and 
murderers, and drunks; and safe 
crackers, and peddlers who sell 
dope to wide-eyed children — you ^ 
lavtryers are, after all, human * 
beings just like the rest of us. ^
